One Cause of ForeHt Fires. 


A traveler who bad occasion to make 


an encampment on n ledgo of rock in an 
unbroken forest asserts that he witness- 
ed tbo beginning of one of tbe most de- 
structive forest fires that ever occurred 
in that region. A dead tree of enormous 
eizo blew over and lodged against an- 
other tree, which it bent almost in the 
form of a bow.

ornl feet where the fallen tree was 
smooth and rested on tho other.

bark from tho trunk of the tree. 
The 


friction caused by this grinding de- 
veloped a high degree of heat, and tho 
tourist, to his astonishment, saw the 
wood'of the dead tree hurst into aflame. 
Tbo top was SOOLI consumed aud fell, 
scattering burning embers upon the dry 
leaves for some distance around. These, 
fanned to r. flr.mc by tbe v:ii>d, soon cre- 
ated a fierco tiro tbat swept over miles 
of valnablo timber. 
Much blame has 


been attached to campers aud malicious 
persons who have, it is alleged, started 
fires either through carelessness or for a 
dcsiro for wanton mischief. Owners of 
largo tracts of land would do well to 
koep close watch of their forests during 
and after heavy windstorms which are 
not accompanied by a heavy rain. A lit- 
tlo precaution might save thousands of 
acres of valuable timber.—New York 
Ledger.

Mr. Gerlach was a native of Ger- 


many. 
He was born in Stadtberge, in 


the Kingdom of Westphalia, 
April 


26th, 1826. 'He oame to America in 
1858, landing in New York City. He 
immediately came West, locating in 
Cincinnati. 
After spending a couple 


of years In Oinninnati, Mr, Gerlach 
eame to Portsmouth, where he has re- 
sided continuously ever since. 
Shortly 


after his arriavl here Mr. Gerlach en- 
gaged in business wtih a man na*ned 
Bierly. They had a line of stoves, cop- 
per goods and hardware. 
Mr. Gerlaoh 


was a copper-smith by tzade.

bought out his partner and conducted 
the business until 1884, the store being 
located on West Second street. In that

he purchased the 
Portsmouth 


Brewing company plant of Kleffner, 
Maier & Co. After 
operating 
the 


brewery four years, Mr. Gerlaoh sold 
cut to Julius Esselborn and retired 
from active business. 
He owned con- 


siderable real estate and has been look- 
Ing after this property and other invest- 
ments. He has lost considerable money 
the past few yeais by the failure of the 
Farmers' bank and by bad investments.

NEW 
RIPPER 
BILL 


Ileprenentative McCormlck to latrodnoa a 


Sweeping Mengare for General 


Municipal Riform. 


COLUMBUS, OHIO, Feb. 19.—The sev- 


eral and various municipal '-ripper" bills 
which have exhausted much of the time 
to say nothing of the temper of the pre- 
sent Legislature, have occasioned the 
projection of a new scheme of municipal 
government, which Eepresentative Mc- 
Oormick, of Scioto County, will father. 


At an early date Mr. McCormick 


will introduce in. the house a bill to 
provide a common plan of government 
for all cities of over 10,000 inhabitants. 
The grade and class divisions of Ohio 
cities will be completely obliterated and 
there will be no occasion for the ever- 
lasting appearance of local ripper bills, 
which, though really intended to apply 
to the city only, are always in hazard 
upon the score of constitutionality, be- 
cause of the attempt to cover a specific 
case with a general law. 


According to Mr. McCormick's bill 


the Mayor will be the responsible htad 
in every municipality and his position 
will be surrounded with such safe-guards 
that no temptation to build up a poli- 
tical machine will assist him. The bill 
will provide that Mayor, Jfolice Judge 
and members of council shall be elected 
by the people. The Mayor's term will 
be for four years, and he will be ineli- 
gible for re-election. 
He will have the 


appointment of a Board of Control, of 
membeiship proportionate to the popula- 
tion of the city, and this board will 
have the appointment of heads of city 
departments. The head of each depart- 
ment will have the appointment of his 
subordinates. Mr. McOormick believes 
that the bill would greatly simplify the 
problem of municipal governments, and 
it is a self-evident fact that it would do 
away with the numerous local bills 
which block the course of legislation 
and breed strife in legi lative halls. 
The measure is |not 
yet; fully drawn, 


and before it is presented an opportunity 
will be given the leading members of 
both houses to pasa upon its provisions. 
—Cincinnati Enquirer.

The football is of a more advanced 


type. It is also jplayed with a cocoannt. 
The game, if anything, is undoubtedly 
the "eocker" game and is played -with 
the feet. Of course there is no goal nor 
any tactics to speak of, the object of 
each animal being to keep the ball to 
himself as much as possible. 


Still tke competition to get the ball 


makes it resemble a real game of "foot- 
er," and the dexterity exhibited by 
these peculiar amateurs is surprising 
and wonderful.

Consider the Recent Disaster a 


Spanish Outrage. 


'"THIRSTING FOR VENGEANCE 


TJiey Want Spain Attacked Without 


Further Delay, 


CAUSE OF THE EXPLOSION PLAIN 


Warning Was Served on Them Not to 
Go to Havann, and After They Arrived 
There They Were Told That the Hnr- 
fcor Was Honeycombed With BHues. 
Spaniards Failed to Use Searchlights 
Aitcr the Accident. 


: Key West, Feb. 21.—Sailors of the 
"battleship 
Maine, 
suffering 
from 


-•wounds in the Key West hospital, are 
•marting over the delay of the govern- 
jnBEt In punishing what they term a 
"Spanish outrage." 


IB their minds there is no doubt as 


'to the cause of the explosion, and they 
explain the delay in taking summary 
action by saying that the president is 
•morally certain that there was no ac- 
'ddent, and,wishingtodeceive the Span- 
lards with a feelingof security, is using 
the short time to make the necessary 
preparations to enforce his ultimatum. 


If no action is taken they say not a 


man among them will again pace the 
deck of an American man-of-war; but 
it business is meant it would take a 
strong force to keep them from hurry- 
•Jng to the front, wounded though they 


. are, to take a hand in what they look 


upon as a personal vengeance. 


'We were warned not to go to Ha- 


Tana," one said, "being told that dan- 


, ger awaited us there.

The scope of their work is the 
exploration of the ship's bottom gen- 
erally, the disentaglement of cables 
from the propeller shafts, and some- 
times the search for a lost torpedo or 
anchor.
